In thinking back over the past five years the thing 
that seems to predominate is the rapid growth in the 
number of school age children. In 1949 there were 68 chil- 
dren in grades |-8. As of February |, 1954 there were 70 
pupils in the public school and about 20 youngsters attend- 
ing private schools in Manchester. Next year will witness 
the first large influx of first graders with 22 pupils expected. 
A glance at the census report seems to show that there 
may be at least 104 pupils in your schools by 1960. 


Rapid growth such as this presents many problems to 
any school district. First and foremost in our minds are the 
questions concerned with housing these new pupils. Should 
we provide new rooms for them or should we contract with 
some neighboring school district to provide the education 
for our seventh and eighth graders? It we feel that we can 
best care for them in Litchfield, just what type of an addi- 
tion is best for our needs and what facilities, other than 
bare rooms can we afford? 


While these questions are going through our minds, 
something is also happening to our school itself. It is grad- 
ually growing away from the intimate little school of two 
rooms that we once knew into a village type school of sev- 
eral rooms. It becomes more impersonal and we find that 
somehow or other it takes us longer, as parents and friends 
of the school to really know what is happening educationally 
to the pupils and to feel a part of the school. We find it 
much more difficult to get a true picture of actual condi- 
tions with many half completed stories circulating through 
a district afflicted with ‘growing pains’. 
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Teachers also find new and different problems in a 
growing school. They find it very difficult to maintain that 
close relation with the home that is so characteristic of a 
smaller school. As the number of pupils increases the class- 
rooms reach and exceed their capacity, causing an over- 
crowding condition which in turn taxes the emotional reac- 
tions of each child. Toilet facilities and noon lunch facilities 
also become inadequate. The tendency for more “horse 
play"' and jostling becomes very apparent. Sensitive young- 
sters begin to feel the strain and even though the conscien- 
tious teacher is working harder than ever there is often dis- 
content on the part of the parent and the teacher with the 
results that are being achieved. | 


As additional teachers are added to the staff it be- 
comes necessary for parents and teachers alike to become 
adjusted to these new personalities, and the differences 
that exist between teachers as individuals becomes more 
apparent. It becomes necessary to realize that we can't 
expect our new staff members to act like the few we once 


had. 


An answer to all of these problems and many more 
must be found in the very near future. Wholehearted co- 
operation among the parents, the administration and the 
teachers will be necessary if a happy solution is to be found. 
| feel very confident that these answers will be found and 
that the end result will be an educational pattern that will 
best provide for the needs of the Litchfield children. | have 
been very pleased with the attitude and the cooperative 
spirit of the parents and the School Board. It has helped us 
in our work of providing adequate educational opportuni- 
ties for your children.
